not. Because this was defeating 
the very purpose of rationing, 
the expiration dates have been 
removed. 
First stamps to be affected 
are the Blue A8, B8, C8, D8 and 
E8 stamps and the Red A8, B8, 
C8, D8, E8 and F8 stam ps or­ 
iginally scheduled to ru n out 
May 20. The program of mak­ 
ing three new Red stamps good 
every other Sunday and five 
new Blue stamps the first of 
every month will continue.

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Museum Notes 
By T. D. A. Cockerell 


BUTTERFLIES 
The Museum has recently ac­ 
quired a copy of Dr. John A. 
Comstock s Butterflies of Cali­ 
fornia,” containing descriptions 
and colored figures of all the Cali­ 
fornia butterflies known up to 
the date of publication (1927). It 
is one of the most beautiful books 
on a Natural History subject in 
existence. It not only tells what 
is known, but points out the gaps 
in our knowledge, and so should 
stimulate students and collectors 
to make discoveries. In many 
cases the early stages are un 
known, and although the adult 
butterflies have nearly all been 
described, some jiew ones have 
been found in recent years. Thus 
Commander Dammers. of River­ 
side, found a new one near 
W hitewater, and it was named 
after him. 
The history of Comstock's book 
is interesting. On the title page 
we read “Published by the Auth­ 
or.” The printing firm would not 
consider it at all without a large 
subsidy, and then they strongly 
advised limiting the num ber of 
copies. But Comstock had faith 
in his book, and two thousand 
copies were printed. Today, very 
few copies are left, and I under­ 
stand that the original cost has 
been recovered. From a purely 
business point of view, the ven­ 
ture m ight not be considered a 
success. The money was tied up 
a long time, without interest, and 
the author did not receive pay­ 
ment for his work. But as a con­ 
tribution to science and culture, 
it is a very great success, and I 
am sure the author is m ore than 
satisfied. Recently an article was 
published in which it was argued 
that a m an should have whatever 
he can earn. But how m uch can 
a man earn? The work of scien­ 
tific men, during my life time, 
has enormously increased our 
knowledge, has saved innumer­ 
able lives, and has increased the 
possibilities of production so that 
with proper management poverty 
might be abolished. The workers 


who have done all this have near 
ly all lived on a salary, with no 
chance of getting rich. Some have 
received no recompense whatever. 
What they earned continues in­ 
definitely, far beyond their lives. 
So also with our soldiers, as we 
all realize. Comstock’s splendid 
work is not due to him alone. It 
was made possible by the many 
investigations of entomologists, 
most of them no longer living, 
not to speak of those who devel­ 
oped the method of illustration 
in colors, so accurate and rela­ 
tively cheap. 
I used to know some of the 
old-time students of butterflies. 
One of those who collected in­ 
sects in California was Henry 
Edwards. He was an actor, and 
had extraordinary skill in getting 
up a short play and acting it al­ 
most at once, though he used to 
say that plays so quickly learned, 
were as quickly forgotten. W. H.

He 
was very much interested in the 
early stages; I remember that 
once I sent him a caterpillar he 
had not seen, and he sent me a 
postcard every day describing its 
progress to maturity. We think 
of those as the good old days, 
when so much was new, but the 
good new days are here, in which 
the student can better understand 
the significance of what he has, 
and can still make discoveries. 
Although so many of the Cali­ 
fornia butterflies are peculiar to 
our region, there are some which 
are also found in the Old World. 
The common small cabbage but­ 
terfly, which ha? taken to our 
country like the European spar­ 
row, is of course, introduced. But 
the Painted Lady, famous for its 
migrations, is found on both sides 
of the world. In England it is 
not a permanent resident, but in 
certain years comes over in great 
numbers from the continent. I 
have seen it in Central Africa, 
quite the same as our insect. In 
North America it may be seen 
anywhere. Some years ago I saw 
great numbers near Julian, fly­ 
ing north. I went to Colorado, 
and after a while the Painted 
Ladies arrived.

Timely New Book 


Ready For Public 
This week saw the appearance 
in Palm Springs of the long- 
awaited book, JAPAN’S ISLANDS 
OF MYSTERY, written by one of 
the desert’s local authors, Willard 
Price. 
Mr. Price spent five years as a 
correspondent in the Far East 
just before the outbreak of war. 
He succeeded in getting into the 
jealously guarded islands of Ja­ 
pan’s Pacific mandate. These are 
the islands which our forces are 
now attacking or are about to 
attack—the 
Marshalls, 
Truk, 
Ponapt, Kusaie, Saipan, Palau, 
Yap and others. 
SEES VITAL ISLANDS 
The author is one of the few 
white men to get into the islands 
and live to tell the tale. An Amer­ 
ican marine colonel got to Palau 
and died there, mysteriously. 
Two naval officers slipped ashore 
on Ponape and died of an “acci­ 
dent.” A British major, ship­ 
wrecked on Yap, was sent away 
three days later. Willard Price, 
alone, managed to see a lot of 
Yap, Palau, Truk and other vital 
spots. 
His account is one of personal 
adventure and human interest as 
well as hard facts about the 
islands on which Americans have 
landed or may soon be landing. 
TALE OF NATIVES 
Mrs. Price accompanied her 
husband and their experiences in 
living with the island kings and 
taking potluck with the natives 
add to the interest of the book.

With all the tragedy and dram a 
of w ar th ere are hum an interest 
stories being enacted in m any 
parts of th e country that are un­ 
noticed by us because of the big 
headlines. Such a story 1 believe 
is that of Dr. Ernest H. B randt of 
C athedral City. 
At the age of fifteen he arrived 
w ith his parents and brothers 
from G erm any w here he 
was 
born. This was in 1883. W ithin 
two years he had learned enough 
English to leave home and earn 
his own living. Then later he 
heard of his father securing his 
first papers in the process of n at­ 
uralization. Now comes w hat al­ 
most proved a fatal error. He as­ 
sum ed his father completed the 
steps of full citizenship although 
investigation recently proved the 
father died without having done 
so. Doc cam e of voting age and 
claim ing citizenship on the as­ 
sum ption of his father's citizen­ 
ship he began exercising the p re­ 
cious right of our country. A fter 
a long grind of study and work 
he was adm itted to the practice 
of m edicine, then m arried and ir 
tim e started his forty years as a 
physician 
in 
Danville, 
Illinois. 
W orld W ar One came on and this 
country fought Germany and Doc 
gave his w holehearted support to 
his adopted country. Time came 
for retirem en t and a few years 
back they came to the desert to 
be associated with Mr. and Mrs. 
R. J. B urns, relatives of Mrs. 
B randt’s. Then on the eve of this 
present w ar with G erm any it was 
discovered that the “assum ption" 
was wrong anu Doc was consider­ 
ed an alien enemy. The blow was 
so terrific tiiat it appeared death 
would com e from shock before 
the courts could not only m ake 
him a citizen (and that was not 
too easy to do while a w ar was 
in progress against his native 
land) but also restqre the citi­ 
zenship of Mrs. B randt which 
was lost by m arrying an alien. 
It w as my good fortune to 
know Doc w ell enough to be sure 
of w here he stood and as a x'esult 
he becam e one of the valients 
who earned their five hundred 
hour 
pins 
serving 
as 
aircraft 
w arning spotters until the m e­ 
chanical gadgets made it unnec­ 
essary for our individual service. 
He received special mention for 
his service from the county d i­ 
rector. 
Recently 
the 
dragging 
m onths of investigation and cor­ 
respondence term inated in R iv­ 
erside w ith Judge Freem an re n ­ 
dering the final OK and Doc re­ 
ceived his precious papers. Mrs. 
B randt had received her restored 
citizenship a year earlier. Con­ 
gratulations to you both.

Mrs. M cCarn accepted the sus­ 
pended sentence provided Miss 
W ebber’s superior would allow 
this. The session of court was 
th en adjourned by Judge Veith. 
For the acting council mem bers, 
th e City Council m eeting in the 
City Cham bers at 7:00 P. M. w as 
the highlight of the day. 
Public safety w as the first is­ 
sue discussed a t this meeting. 
T hat a set of safety rules should 
be brought before the student 


body w as the decision of the 
council mem bers.

Hew to get a centrally located 
recreation center was the m ain 
topic for discussion at the evening 
meeting.

The problem of adm itting ser­ 
vicem en to file center was also 
discussed. It was decided th a t 
should th e students be given a 
center by the city, only alum ni 
service m en would be allow ed 
admission.

Noted Economist 
Heard In Address 
By Student Body 


Elm er S. Nelson, 
nationally- 
know n economist, 
delivered 
a 
special message 
to the student 
body of P.S.H.S., Friday, M arch 
24th during his visit to 
Palm 
Springs. He spoke on the w orld­ 
wide financial problem s relating 
to the war. Mr. Nelson said, “A 
m ilitary victory is in sight, but 
the United States is shouldering 
staggering 
financial 
burdens 
which it will take a long tim e to 
recover. Mr. Nelson stated 
also 
that the U nited States is finan­ 
cing more than 60 percent of the 
entire w ar and th a t by the end 
of 1945 we will be paying for 
tw o-thirds of the total cost of the 
world conflict. 
Mr. Nelson attended the U ni­ 
versity of 
Southern California, 
and finished his extensive study 
of economics at Y ale U niversity. 
In the first W orld W ar he w orked 
under President W oodrow Wilson, 
as economics advisor for the U. S. 
governm ent. 
He has served w ith the follow ­ 
ing governm ent departm ents: W ar 
Trade Board, U. S. Food A dm in­

W ar Industry 
Board, 
and the 
Navy D epartm ent. He has taught 
economics at the U niversity
